pass judgment on them, would seem to be as true as 
the other statement, pretty generally acknowledged 
all over the world, that two and two make four. 

It isn’t so, however, with the dramatic critic. You 
are just as sure to find bim in a small village out West 
where they never had anything more theatrical than 
a busking-hee or @ doz-fight as you arein New York 
or Philadelphia or any other, place in which the 
needy dramatic stomach is consoled by a free lunch. 

In the good time coming it is more than likelv that 
to be adramatic critic either in tact or in purpose 
only will be catalogued as a very grave crime against 
humanity. Even now there are men engaged in the 
unhallowed bus:ness who are honest enough and up- 
light enough to be heartily ashamed of it. 

These do not constitute a very numerous class, but 
still they exist. 

On tbe other hand, sadto say,there are hundreds 
of otherwise well-intentioned and pure-minded men 
who are criminally insane on this point. They are

Not only isa “first night” a bad and irappropriate 
opportunity to sce a dramatic critic, but itis ay cvent 
which the true dramatic gritic cordially disdains and 
very seldom graces—or disgraces—with his presence, 
For it is one of the laws ofthe unwritten but tradition- 
al code of dramatic criticism that to write a just 
notice of a play or of an actor, you must carefully 
avoid the risk ot seeing either. Some of the abiest 
dramatic criticisms, in fact, ever written in New York 
and published in New York papers were composed by 
gifted gentlemen who hadn't seena particle of what 
they described or condemned, and who, if they. had 
seen, would, for reasons too numerous to mention, 
have seen it double. 

There are several very distinguished dramatic 











not only self-proclaimed dramatic critics, but they 
actually and loudly boast of the hideous fact. 
The mind shrinks from contemplating the depth of

There is, it goes without saying, no city in the United 
States in wh ch so many persons, either fora salary 
to make themselves feared, indulge to such an ex-

Mr. Whimper's intellect. 

Then thereis Mr. Frank Squab, the neat and trim 
young gentleman who came from Palestine via Tetti- 
coat Lane, and who learned French. of.tke conversa- 
tional variety, by transacting a smart trade in Rhine- 
stone jewelry with the pymphs of the Alhambra 
ballet.

Barrett and the Speaking Walrus, or gives equal fits 
to the “Seven Ravens” and a“snide” variety “ham” 
for the same good and sufficient reasons. On this ac 
count he is justly feared and respected by all the actors 
and actresses in the United States, — 

Quite a different kind of a party is Mr. Flummery, 
the sweet, dear, dainty young thing, who writes 
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The virulent Mr. Bang. 


poetry and national anthems and things so beautifully 
and elegantly that his productions are read with the 
greatest interest and sympathy by all the small girls 
in Vassar College. Mr. Flummery isn’t so borribly 
‘low” that he writes for money. He would die first. 
He does it for love—and to be pointed out on first 
nights as the celebrated dramatic critic “Mr. Flums 
mery.”. He wears the sweetest and nicest suit of full 
dresa ever seen ona human form, and his legs are 
poems in themselves—thin ank shaky pvems like his 
own verseg—but poems none the Jess. He goes out to 
dinner a good deal and likes best of all to sit in a stage 
box and take copious notes of the performance with a 
gold pencil on a little morceco-covered pad. Take 
him altogether, he is a very dear, dainty little luxury, 
witbout whom the American art of dramatic criticism 
would be a sterile and howlsome wilderness, 

Mr. Guzzler is quite another type—quite another. 
He is a proud but good-natured member of half a 
dozen so-called secret societies. If tbey were really

critics in New York who do occasionally go to the 
theatre, as well as drink whisky with actors, and 
whose traits and characteristics are as strikingly dis- 
tinct and different asthe peculiarities of Mr. Barnum’s 
famous Happy Family. 

Take, for example, Mr. Willie Whimper, who writes 
long articles applauding his theatrical triends in the 
Trombone 2nd calls the job “criticism.’’ Mr. Willie 
Whimper (be is a kiln-dried little whiffet of sixty, but 
still they call him Willie) likes sad plays and dismal, 
not to say dire, acting only. He is happiest when be 
weeps, though nodody, so far, has ever so!ved the 
mystery of bis perpetuel sorrow except on the theory 
that bis digestion has been rutblessly impaired by 
strong drink and weak sentiment. He cries real tears 
at the shortest possible notice and, on the production 
of such novelties as “Hamlet” or *“Richclieu,” gen- 
erally sops four clean pocket-handkercbiefs with the 
| briny excess of his melancholy.

It isa real pleasure to see Mr. Bang gettingin his 
fine work on a first night. 

Mr. Orestes Gibiets, on the other hand, represents 
the provincial critic who says that Miss Macintyre 
“done herself great credit by her rendition” of so- 
and-so, and who Invariably speaks of the “title role 
vdeing skillfully impersonated” by Mr. This-and-That. 
Mr. Giblets couf@n’t tur the lite of bim write a “criti- 
cism’’—the term he applies to advance notices—unless 
he wore a very broad-brimmed hat and assumed the 
carriage and demeanor of a dwarf cowboy. He drinks 
a@ good deai of beer and writes several plays in a 
month, and is not above paying for the one with fairv 
tales about the other. He is very much approved of 
in towns hike Squashville, Ind., or Jenkins- 
burgh, Neb., but in New York he is_ usually 
lost in the vastness of the Isney all round him, as it 
were. Heis more than pleased when astray “supe” 
nods affab!y to him, and if he is in company 
with a friend he makes a point of identifying 
the “supe” as “My side-partner, Ned Booth,” 
or “My old chum, Larry Barrctt.” He usually 
ends his strange but cntirely barmless career by 
writing either an cssay on the “Dramatic Art,” or a 
critical review of Heury Irving’s “Hamlet.”

Mrs. Green, the richest woman and the meanest in 
all America, who lives on ¢2aday and wears clothes 
rejected by second-hand dealers, had over $26,000,000 
worth of securities in the safe of John J. Cisco & Co., 
who failed a few days ago. 

It is stated that Assignee May made a formal offer to 
Mrs. Green of all her securities held in trust tor ber by 
the firm, with the exception of an amount sufficient to 
make good the outstanding loan the firm made to her 
busband, the ex-President of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville Railroad. Hisloan amounted to about $800,000 
and this is secured by Louisville and Nashville bonds 
which have greatly depreciated in value, so that the 
firm would be a heavy loser if it should attempt to 
realize on them to make good the loan. 

The firm claims that at the time the loan was made 
Mrs, Green gave the firm to understand that she 
would see that it was paid. Tbe counsel of the as- 
signee therefore advised bim to retain such of the se- 
curities as would be sufficient to secure the loan. The 
assignee acted on this advice. The amount thus re- 
taine@, however, would be but a very small part ot the 
$26,000,000 of securities Mrs. Green left in the hands of 
the firm for safe-keeping. When the assignee,in bis 
gentlemanly way, made known his determination to 
Mrs. 4ireen, it is said that that lady of business made a 
“scene” which will be grafted forever in the memories 
of those present.

They are 
rapidly taking the place of pug dogs In the fusLionable 
houses of the city, as every saloon in New York basa 
porcelain pug dog. 

Walking matches between turtles are quite a sport 
among up-townslims. Theturiles go through a course 
of training which lasts about six weeks. They are ex- 
ercised daily by servants to take all the tat off them. 
They are fed on beef-tea and oatmeal gruel, and are 
given Bass’ ale twice a day. They are put'to bed 
every night at 8.o’clock and are awakened every 
morning at balf-past five, when, after a light Sreak- 
fast and a shower-bath, they run fifty yards.. On the 
evening of the race, a course is made around the 
drawing-room, company assembles, the turtles are 
placed in line, and at a given signal they start. Often 
avery swift turtle will go fitteen feet the first balf- 
hour. They generally keep pretty nearly together, 
and are encouraged by their respective partisans.

LIFE IN THE ARMY. 
How the Gallant Defenders of the United States 
Fare Out on the Frontier. 





{Subject of Illustration. | 

A correspondent of the POLICE GAZETTE sends us 
the following Jetter from a far western post of the reg- 
ular army : 

Knowing that all kinds of frauds have a holy borror 
of your searching illustrations Isend you some ma- 
terial. If you publish them you'll have the everlast’ 
ing regards of 18,000 soldiers. Thai’s about all there 
are in the regulararmy, bardly any company beins 
full. If they do get fullthe men soon desert. Why? 
We stall see. Two troops of cavalry here have each 
thirty-six herses. They should huve seventy each. 
Where are the horses? The men deserted on them. 
Soldiers here have to work hard six days in the weck. 
Then they attend drili and dress parade all day Sun- 
day. What do they work at? Why, shoveling, pick- 
ing rocks, making roads, chopping wood, sawing lume 
ber, cutting logs tor sawmill, building quarters, cut- 
ting wood up ten and cighteen inches long to tit the 
delicate olficers’ fireplaces too tuny to use eval (fif- 
teen to twenty men for this alone every day), carry- 
ing the hod, and a bundred other kinds of dirty work 
too sickening to me to name. 

Vhere is not a well-drlled company in the West to- 
day. On account of so much work the men do not 
stay long enough to learn their drill. If aman gru:n- 
bles at work into the guard-huuse he goes, charged 
with disobedience to orders, and conduct prejudicial to 
discipline, etc. 

While out on ascont some three weeks ago, a man 
was dismounted on account of his horse having a sore 
back, ten others were walking forthe same reason. 
He got in une of the wagonsto ride and acciden ally 
dropped bis pisto) out of its scabbard into the bundles 
out of sight, unknown to him at the time. Presently 
he missed the weapon, becawe excited for fear ot a 
general court-martial, with the prospect of a yenr in 
prison, and jumped out of the wagon. He had 
walked back three miles when he met a column of 
mounted menand as<ed about his pistol. The reply 
he got was: 

“Get on there, —— — your soul! (with other choice 
expletives known only ty army officers), yuu sold it, 
— — you!” 

The man said he did not, on which the captain in 
charge rode up vehind him, kicked him in his back 
more than a dozen times, then tied him with a lariat 
and had the first sergeant drag him along into camp 
four miles, right through a town called Mancos, while 
people were looking on. 

Next day, when we got iatocamp, they fired him 
into the guard-house.

The captain took his two Heutenauts and the 
bulk ofthe two companies and pulled out two miles 
away out of danger, and left twenty men to fight and 
suffer with thirst all day. We surely have got tbe 
bravest officersin the world.

Curry, ot Buffulo, N. Y. The name 
of the officer’s wife 1s Mrs. Capt. Overton, the same 
Overton who gota general court-iartial for i}l-treat- 
ment ot Trumpeter Delahanty.

Annie Lewis, the cclebrated female boxer, was born in Chemunz 
county, New York, Oct. 29, 1856. She went to Cleveland in the 
tall of 1883, She is a tall, stately woman of masculine bearing, and 
walks with a firm,decided step. Her form ia as straight as an 
arrow. She has a pleasing face, her lips arc thin and firm, and her 
eyes clear and piercing. Her hair is of a bright auburn buc, and 
is worn banged. The muscles of her arms and chest are as hard as 
fron. A wiry bundle of muscles, tying from the collar-bonce to the 
armpit, stand out in great prominence. The measurement; of her 
boly are as follows: at the shoulders, 3934 inches ; arms, 13 inches ; 
breast, 38 inches ; forearm, 1154 inches; waist, 3344 inches; hips, 
41 inches; thizhs, 2¢ inches; knees, 15% inches; calf, 14% inches. 
The length of arm, from shoulder to the knuckles, is 26 inches. 
She is now twenty-eight years of age, 6 fcct 6 inches tall, and 
weighs 155 pounds. 

Hattie Stewart was born at Norfolk, Va. She is twenty-three 
years of aze, stands 5 feet 634 inches in heizht, and weighs 140 
pounds.

Mr. Van Brant has a handsome face adorned witha short 
brown beard. Mr. Roosevelt alsois handsome. Ilis complexion 
is tatr, and a bionds mustache played and curled around his 
mouth. All the rest of his whiskers were gone. We is different in 
build from Van Erunt; short and thicksct, with a deep chest, and 
weighed 2 pounds more. We also was in ring costume, with white 
shirt and trouser3, and his muscles rose up and down and squirmed 
around on his arms and Iezs. When the rivals had shakcn hands 
with each oticr anil everybody, Mr. Livingston, the referce, stepped 
into the hall and hell a hasty conversation with one of the trim 
maids. The result was six towcls and two glasscs of watcr, which 
were place1 half beside cach chair.

The friends held tucir 
breath, wa:ting for some one to be hit. Van Drunt was the man. 
Ife gos it Mghtly on the chost, and rapped his rival on the nose 
before the rival could getaway. Everything was even; one point 
cach. The point business was kep: up adout 7 seconds, and the 
men's sclence secmed even. The cighth second brought a whacx 
on Van Brunt’s car that reminded him of slugzing. A blow on 
the nose anil another on the nec left no doubt in his mind that it 
was slugging. He held up his urm for time, and sa:d to the referce: 

“How's thls, are we going to slug or spar for points ?”” 

“Te's all right,’’ said the referee. ‘Go ahcad under the Marquis 
of Qucens erry rules.” 

That was all Van Brunt waated to know. Ie sailed in, and no 
onc paid any more attention to points. Van Brunt struck Roose- 
velt a straight-out blow in the ribs, and as soon as the lattcr had 
gasped he returned again to the ear he had first struck and landed 
on it a swinging blow that made it wring until the end of the per- 
formance. At the end of the three minutes ihe men were locked to- 
gether and punching each other’s mouths and faces with feeble 
energy.

During the past year numerous inquffiés 
lave been addressed to the California State Commis- 
sion by wine merchants of England, Belgium, Holland 
eed France having in view commercial relations witu 
respeci to tne disposition of the vintages ot Califor- 
nia. These inquiries have been inspired by reports ot 
tbe rapid increase of viticulture on this coast.. 
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There is a saloon at the end of Myrtle ave- 
bue, where Kings and Queens counties meet, kept by 
a German brewer. The building is evenly divided on 
the hne between the two counties, and the bar so 
placed that half of itison either side of theline. On 
Sundays the Kings county side is watched by a Brook- 


| lyn policeman and no beer is sold, but on the Queen's 


eounty end a brisk trade is cacried on, the Kings coun- 
ty officer being powerless to prevent the sale in the 
adjoining county. 


The Rev. Mr. Heininger, a Lutheran minis- 
ter, said, recently, in this city, in regard to bardskip 
of Sunday law on the poor man: “I bave traveled in 
England and all through Germany and other places 
on the Continent, anJ I never saw so fanatical, misera- 
ble and shameful a law as the excise law of this 
State. There is a paragraph in the Constitution of the 
United States which provides that no local govern- 
ment shall interfere with the righis of individuals, but 
the mayor of sour city has done so, and I consider ita 
robbery on saloon-keepers to press them as they are 
now being pressed.” 


A young man in Chicago by the name of 
John W. Heyl bad a bartender named Harry Kem 
per arrested on the charge of assault and battcry. 
Hey] visited the saloon, and, according to his own 
story, ate scldom and sparingly of the free lunch, and 
only when he paid tora glass of beer. On Jan. 2, he 
relates tnat Kemper struck him over the bead witha 
billy, cut his scalp, and landed him on the sidewalk. 
Kemper, on the other hand, says that Heyl never 
bought any beer or anything else, but stood at the 
lunch-counter all day eating, and cleared the counter 
off faster than it could be refilled; that be had becn 
ordered repe:tedly to stay away from the saloon; that 
he paid no attention to these orders, and that 
eventually he was shoved out of the door gently. The 
Court dccided that a irce lunch wa3 in Jaw free 
to all, whether they bought beer or not. Kempcr 
was fined $3 and costs. 
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. BURNING THE WHITE DX. 


|Subject of Ilustration.} 

Early the other mecrning a brawny brave raked the 
ashes clean from the hearths in the council-house at 
the Onondaga Indian Reservation, and going outside, 
scattered them to the four winds of heaven, chanting 
at the eame time a strange Indian mclody which rang 
out oddly on the crisp air of morning, says the Syra- 
cuse Sandard. Re-entering tbe council-house, he 
kindled fresh fires on the hear‘ns, and the New Year 
was opened in accordance with the Pagan idea that 
dates bacxward in Indian tradition to a time that is 
shrouded in antiquity. Blue wreaths of smoke curled 
upward trom the council-house at 9 o’clock as six 
brawny braves stepped outside the door and dis- 
charged volley after volley from formidable-looking 
Queen Anne blunderbusses. 

The reports were interspersed with stentorian shouts 
that ended in a shrill cry. Then gayly-bedecked 
maidens and squaws, brightly plumed chiefs, warriors 
and young braves emerged from wigwams on the bill- 
side and in the valieys, and wended their way along 
the paths that converge at the council-house. They 
had come out obcdient to the shots and shouts of the 
six Indians who were the oracles announcing to the 
faithful that the New Year's ceremonies were to be be- 
gun, and that the sacrifice of burning the wbite dog 
was about to be made. Half a hundred squaws and 
young women and as many chief; and warriors were 
soon in the council-bouse. 

The clans represented were the Wolfs, the Bears, 
the Turtles, the Beavers, and the Snipes. S :ortly be- 
tore 11 o'clock the doors of tke council-house swung 
open and a procession of braves and squaws filed in, 
uttering weird incantations. The last man, Thomas 
Weos‘er, carried the white dog by a cord swung over 
his sboulder, and tied to the four legs of the animal 
that bad been banged dead by a delegaiion of saga- 
mores appointed by the chiets in council. The execu- 
tion of the dog took place in secret several hours 
before the ceremonies began. The animal was laid 
upon a bench in the center of the room, and the Indi- 
ans and squaws walked solemnly around, casting 
mournful looks at it. After the favor of the Great 
Spirit was invoked on the ceremonies, the dog was 
again taken up, and the procession filed out of the 
counci!-bouse toa house near by where the Beavers 
were assembled. Here the ceremonies were repeated 
and tobacco aad other offerings made to the dog. 
Then the procession returned to the great council- 
house, where ChiefS Daniel La tort and Thomas Web- | 
ster extolled the custom of burning the white dog, 
saying that it signifies a worthy sacrifice to the Great 
Spirit. Then the crowd gathered around. the huge 
Utica-made stovo in which the incineration was to 
occur. Medicine Man Webster, who wore a glittering 
crown, from which gorgeous plumes rose, exborted 
the Indians present to live brave and noble livesintbe 
year to come, and to give thanks for the blessings of 
the past year. A basket of tobacco, gorgeous with rib- 
bons, was placed beside the dug. The cover of the 
stove was removed, and the fantastically decked ani- 
mal and the beautifully trimmed basket were con- 
signed to the roaring dames. Warriors and sqnaws 
danced ground the stove and sungin Indian tongue 
for five minutes, when the ceremony ended. 
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DIGGING UP? DEAD CHINAMEN. 


There. are {ust now being exbumed the bones of 
several hundred Mongolians to be seut back to the 
Celestial Kingdem, in. cccordance with the solemn 
covenant made by. the various Chinese companies 
with each oftheir members. From Nov. 17 there have 
been ‘resurrected at the City Cemetery. in San Fran- 
cisco, about 180 coffins, with their decaying contents, 
and this number will probably see a large increase 
before the year expires.

On tho 2th of January dicd in St. Andrews, Can., 
Thomas Craig Fields, one of the last survivors of the 
old Tweed ring. He was the first prominent Ameri- 
can who took advantage of the hospitalities held out 
to Amcricans by the laws of the Dominion, and re- 
sided in Canada twelve years. When he fled, to escape 
criminal prosecution, he wes accumpanied by his 
Dicce, for whose sake be abandoned a beautiful and 
v:rtuous wife. Ile lived with his niece during his long 
exile and his wife went insane, being atthe present 
moment an inmate of the State Lunatic Asylum at 
Elmira. One of Tom Ficld3’ sons lived with him in 
Canada; the other is a resident of this State. Ficlds 
was consumed all the time he was in the Dominion by 
an cagcr yearning to return to the United States— 
but he would‘ bave been crimina!ly prosecuted if he 
had. In his death disappears one of the most nototi- 
ous and unscrupulous of the few surviving members 
of the Tweed ring.
